Flames Entrap Sleeping Occupants of 
Olive Street Rooming House— 
Two Narrowly Escape. 
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GRANDFATHER SAVES CHILD 


Little Frances Martin Had Just As- 
sumed Position of Housekeeper 
for Sick Grandmother, 


The lives of 28 persons were imperiled 
and two had hair-breadth wscapes from 
death in a fire in the cigar and stationery 
story of Joseph Guthrie, 2925 Olfve street, 
directly under the rooming house conducted 
by Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Aubuchon at 2 
o'clock this morning. 

Rats gnawing perior matches are believed 
to have started ‘the fire. Guthrie's loss is 
$900, partly insured. The damage to the 
building is about $300. Canpets and furni- 
ture in the upper stories of the building 
were damaged by smoke and water to the 
extent of $200. 

Guthrie, who is 67 years old, and his 
granddaughter, Frances Martin, aged 12, 
were asleep in the rear part of the store 
when the fire broke out. 

The little girl is an unusually sound 
sleeper, and her grandfather, worn out 
with months’ watching at the bedside of a 
sick wife, was so sound asleep that the 
crackling of the flames did not waken him. 
Frank Taylor, who is+in charge of the 
New York Kitchen, 2919 Olive street, at 
night, and James Pugh, 316 North Ewing 
avenue, saw smoke coming out of the tran- 
som at Guthrie's store soon after the fire 
started. ' 

Pugh ran to turn in the alarm, and Tay- 
knowing Guthrie slept in the store 
ran there and tried to awaken 


lor, 
at night, 
him. 

‘‘Wake up, your store's afire,’’ he shouted 
from the sidewalk, but got no reply. He 
rattled the door and pounded on the win- 
dows, but Guthrie still slept. 

In desperation he picked up a heavy slot 
machine standing on the sidewalk and 
hurled it crashing through the plate glass 
window. The crashing of the glass wak- 
ened Guthrie, who looked through the 
doorway of the partition behind which he 
slept, to see the store in front full of fire 
and smoke. - 


Grandfather 
Saved Child. 


He tried to awaken his granddaughter, 
but failed. The room was full of choking 
smoke from burning paper and tobacco. 
Grasping the little girl's arm, he dragged 
her from the bed and pulled her after him 
through a door leading to a basement alley 
through which they escaped. Neither had 
time to pick up their clothing as they ran, 
When Guthrie went back the rear part of 
the building was ablaze and he could not 
enter.

BOY WHO WAS SHOT IS 
IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


Dr. Laidley, Medical Director of the 
Fair, Who Is Personally Attending 
Him, Says Crisis Will Come Tomor- 
row—TIwo Others Improve. 


Zack Mulhall, who shot three men in 
front of the Cummins Wild West Show on 
the Pike Saturday night, was released upon 
bond at 10:30 o’clock this morning. 

Judge McDonald fixed the bond at $20,000, 
and it was furnished by Col. Ed Butler. 

The announcement that Judge McDonald 
would admit Mulhall to a common law bond 
created considerable surprise about the 
Four Courts, for up to that hour the impor- 
tunities of Mulhall’s friends had met with 
no encouragement whatever, the police do- 
partment insisting that Mulhall should be 
kept in the jail until it had been determined 
whether or not Ernest Morgan, the by- 
stander in the fight, is to die. 

This morning before being liberated he 
was given 15 minutes of liberty with De- 
tective Tracy, and they went to a barber 
shop, where Mulhall was shaved. This is a 
privilege with few precedents in the local 
police department. 

Ernest Morgan of 3131 Sheridan avenue, 
the most seriously wounded of the trio 
Shot by Mulhall, is in a critical condition 
in the emergency hospital at the Fair. 

The police department this morning 
asked Dr. Laidley; the physician in charge, 
for a statement as to whether Morgan 
would. die, but Dr. Laidley refused to say, 
reserving his opinion until tomorrow, 
which will be the third day after the 
shooting. It is supposed that the third 
day will enable the doctors to determine 
whethef the young man will live. 

Morgan was the bystander struck by one 
of the bullets firec in the fight. 

Morgan’s wound is in the stomach. The 
ball penetrated the intestines twice, and 
has been located. in the hip. It has not 
been removed. 

John Murray, the cowboy shot by Mul- 
hall, is recovering, and Frank Reid, the 
attache of the wild west show, with whom 
Mulhall was fighting, has been taken to the 
City Hospital. No serious outcome is ex- 
pected of his injuries. 

All day long Sunday Zach Mulhall 
a reception in the corridor of the jail. He 
had over 200 visitors, many of them being 
prominent and wealthy péople. Several of- 
ticials of the Frisco Railroad, of which 
Mulhall is general live stock agent, were 
among the callers. His two daughters, Lu- 
cille and Georgia, visited the jail in the 
morning and spent the greater part of the 
forenoon with their father. In the after- 
noon the list of callers included Col. Moses 
C. Wetmore, Gen. Pleasant Porter, Fred 
Cummins, Maj. Harvey Salmon, Col. Asay, 
Indian agent of the Sioux tribe; J. A. Mid- 
dieton, general freight agent, and Car) R. 
Gray, general’ manager of the Frisco. Mul- 
hall's time was well occupied with his 
callers and he did little else than receive 
them all day. 

Neither Muthall nor Reid, the two prin- 
cipals of the tragedy, are new to the shoot- 
ing game. Twice has the bullet intended 
caused the death of an innocent 
bystander. Six years ago Reid was shot at 
while he was coming through a saloon door 
by John Daly. The bullet. missed Reid and 
struck a woman who was with him, killing 
her. 

A few years ago Mulhall, who was then 
living on Longfellow boulevard, was found 
on the street in front of his home late 
one night with a smoking revolver in his 
hand. Several shots had just been fired. 
Mulhall explained that he had shot at a 
man who had been watching the house, and 
who had been bothering him. This man was 
later found several blocks away, unin- 
jured but trembling. He said he had been 
fired upou as he was walking along the 
street. The matter has ever since remained 
a mystery, as it was dropped at the time 
there being no disposition to prosecure ” 


Says Others

Fairbanks’ Coy and Hesitating Attitude Has Displeased Many 
of the Delegates and the Hitt Boom is Become Formida- 
ble, the President Helping It With His Approval.

CHICAGO, June 20.—As the day lengthens 
the vice-presidential situation gives in- 
creasing promise of a real contest.

CHICAGO, June 2.—The Republican 
platform, hermetically sealed and bearing 
the “O. K."” of President Roosevelt, ar- 
rived Sunday in the keeping of Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 

“Where's the platform?” shouted Sen- 


ator Scott, who stood on the sidewalk 
waiting to get the last words from the 
President. 

“In cold storage,’’ shouted a delegate 
from Massachusetts, wearing a big badge. 
‘Lodge has it.” 

Big and little leaders surged about the 
Massachusetts headquarters in an effort 
to pry from Sentor Lodge the secrets of 
the platform as written by President 
Roosevelt. i 

Troops of newspaper men braved the 
arctic temperature of the senator's apart- 
ment in an effort to learn from him wheth- 
er the President had failed to cross a ‘‘t”’ 
or dot an ‘i’ or to find out whether the 


President's usual literary style was mani- | 


fest in the platform. 

“Not a word, gentlemen, not a word 
until tomorrow,’ said the senator gently 
stroking his beard, the friction somewhat 
warming things up. ‘““‘Tomorrow, maybe, 
tomorrow.’ 

While Mr. Lodge would not tell what 
there was in the platferm, jt is known 
that it is about 2500 words in length, and 
that President Roosevelt thought out ev- 
ery word of it. ’ 


He wrote it himself, and then after 
consultation with his.friends, rewrote 
it, and finally adopted the first draft. 

The platform contains a renewal of the 
declarations of the. belief of the party in 
the rock-ribbed - principles of protection. 
There is a slight sop, but so slight that it 
hardly can be noticed, to the ‘tariff revi- 
sion faction, who have been ordered to at 
once become “‘stand patters,’’ is a declara- 
tion that It is advisable to increase the 
foreign markets of the United Statts. 

In all the 2500 words there is not a syl- 
lable about tariff revision or feadjustment 
of the “*lowa idea,’’ or anything that the 
Republicans have been talking about for 
the last year or more. 


TAFT’S THRUST AT DEMOCRATS. 


Secretary Taft managed to secure the in- 
sertion of a declaration that the Filipinos 
are being taught the rudiments of self-gov- 
ernment, and that ultimately such will] be 
given them, but as to when nothing is said. 
This was done to take the wind out of the 
Democratic platform, which is expected to 
declare unequivocally that the Filipinos 
should be given self-government when it is 
demonstrated they are capable af it. 

The President read over some of his 
speeches in regard to capital and labor, and, 
condensing them, evelved a platitude about 
equal laws for bothSrich and poor, and 
that these laws should be impartially aa- 
ministered. 

In addition to all these things the plat- 
form declares against trusts and illegal 
combinations and says the Republican 
party is able and willing to cope with such 
situations as may arise and to see that the 
anti-trust provisions of the Sherman law 
are adequately enforced. It contains a 
glorification of the administration for the 
isthmian canal, reciprocity for Cuba, a vig- 
orous foreign policy, the government of 
the Philippines and for the preservation 
of the Monroe doctrine. The financial 
question is touched on but slightly. 

Senator Hansbrough’'s ‘‘tariff readjust- 
ment’’ resolution, which he will try to force 
through the committee on resolutions that 
it may become part of the platform, is in- 
nocuous. Even the most ardent high pro- 
tectionist will hardly Ye abe to make any 
objection to it. The resolution is: 

“We recommend the early readjustment 
of the rates of duty im existing tarifr 
schedules to meet the requirements of 
changed and changing business conditions, 
and in the interest of our commercial rela- 
tions with other countries,”’ 


TARIFF PROVISION PLATITUDE. 

It is Senator Hanbrough’s wish that this 
shall be added to the tariff declaration 
plank of the platform which Senator Lodge 
has brought from Washington and which 
was written and revised by President 
Roosevelt himself. 

Mr. Hansbrough thinks his proposed ad- 
dition to the patform is so harmless that 
none of the Republicans can object to it, 
while it will give the party in the North- 
west the advantage of having declared in 
favor of a revision of existing schedules. 

Iowa, the Dakotas, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota and some of the border states 
want tariff revision, and insist that it 
shall be promised in the platform, Senator 
Haneborough represents this sentiment. He 
has taken up and adopted as his own the 
“Towa idea.”’ and is being backed in his 
efforts by Gov. Cummins of the Iowa dele- 
gation. He also has the support of the 
anti-‘‘stand patters'’ from the other states. 

Hansborough was put forward in the 
matter by the reason that the voters of 
North Dakota were particularly insistent 
upon something being done in the direction 
of tariff reform. Discussing his resolution, 
Senator Hansbrough said today: 

“Everybody recognizes that there are cer- 
tain irregularities in the existing tariff. 
I believe that the insertion of this reso- 


lution as a part of the platform wil! be an |

That these 
irregularities exist is well known, and un-

The tar- 
iff is now eight years old, and in the nat- 
ural course of events and the changing 
businesa conditions rates which were just 
and equitable when made may now be ex- 
orbitant or excessive. 

“Tl am opposed to any general tariff re- 
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it. What I want is the equalization of cer- 
tain duties and rates.”’ 


HANSBOROUGH IS INSINCERE. 


Leading Republicans declare that no 
tariff revision matter shall go in the 
platform, and say Senator Hansbrough Is 
not sincere in his efforts to secure It. 
They maintain that Hansbrough knew the 
convention will do nothing in the matter, 
and that his agitation at this time is 
merely for hdOme consumption in_ order 
that the Republican voters of the North- 
west may be appeased. 

Senator Alger of Michigan, In discussing 
the matter today said: 

“The country has confidence in the Re- 
publican party and in its ability to do 
whatever is necessary in the matter of 
revising the tariff anyway that will be 
satisfactory to a-.great majority of the 
yoters. It is unnecessary for the national 
convention to take any action in the mat- 
ter, the tariff is all right as it is—for 
the present anyway.” 

Charles Emery Smith, former postmast- 
er-general, said: 

‘Senator Hansbrough’s fears for the tar- 
iff are without foundation. The Repub- 
lican party will revise the tariff in its 
dwn time and in its own way. There s 
no necessity for agitation at this time.” 

Representative Connor of lowa, who is 
opposed to the “Iowa idea,”’ said: 

“There is no necessity for a tariff re- 
vision plank In this platform. The party 
appreciates that schedules may become 
excessive as to duties and when the proper 
time comes these will be remedied with- 
out action by the convention. I am. sat- 
ished the lowa delegation will make no 
effort to secure the adoption of Senator 
Hansbrough's resolution as a part of the 
platform."’ 

Representative Hull of lowa, who !s op- 
posed to Gov. Cummins in the matter of 
tariff revision, said: 

“Any tariff revision declaration adopted 
asapart of the platform necessarily puts 
the Republican party at a disadvantage, 
it is a practical admission that the revis- 
ion should have been made and that we 
neglected to make them.” 


DOLLIVER HAS ORDERS. 


Senator Dolliver, at one time the leading 
opponent of the “Iowa idea,’’ has had the 
curb and blinkers applied and now shouts 
only for tnaction. Dolliver is the man who 
only a short time ago made a stirring 
speech in the Senate in which he declared 
Chairman Dingley of the committec on 
ways and means had himself told him that 
Dgngliey rates were {intentionally made 
very high in order that reciprocity treaties 
might be negotiated with other countries 
at an advantage to the United States.

Not a word will be heard on the floor of 
the convention in. regard to the ‘Iowa 
idea’’ or tariff revision, readjustment or 
anything else of the kind.

And the Roosevelt discipline is so well] 
Known that no one will have the hardi- 
hood to balk when he cracks the whip 
and drives them up against a committee 
on resolutions which within itself wil] be 
packed against even the possibility of tur- 
iff revision. 

Gov. Cummins of Iowa, the originator of 
the ‘‘lowa idea,"’ is to be sidetracked 
when it comes to committee assignments. 
Senator Allison is chairman of the lowa 
delegation and can be that state's repre- 
sentative on the committee on resolutions 
if he wants to be, but will probably de- 
cline in favor of J. W.. Blythe.

ORGANIZATION MEN 
CLAIM THIRTY-ONE 


Opposition. Admits It Lacks Two of 
Having Enough to Control, but Is 
Hopeful It May Overthrow Govern- 
or and His Workers.

AUDITORIUM, Chicago, June 20.—Gov. 
Richard Yates for chairman and Howland 
J. Hamlin, attorney-general, for national 
committeeman, is the ticket selected by 
the Yates forces as the basis of their 
fight for control of the [illinois delegation. 

Upon the outcome of this contest may 
incidentally hinge the selection of next 
United States senator from Illinois, assum- 
ing, of course, the Republicans will have 
control, a contingency that is almost cer- 
tain in view of recent Democratic develop- 
ments. 

Senator Yates is very anxious to succeed 
Senator Cullom, and Mr. Cullom is equally 
anxious to wear the senatorial toga an- 
other six years. Both men are uncompro- 
missing political enemies. uOtside the 
Missouri controversy their struggle for su- 
premacy is about the most .interesting 
thing antedating the Republican national 
convention. 

The Cullom camp has named no candi- 
date, except Senator Cullom, for chairman 
of the delegation, and according to one of 
the senator’s friends no positive conclusion 
has been reached as to candidates for the 
committeemanship. 

The best information obtainable ig that, 
when the Illinois delegation meets tonight 
Senator Cullom will find himself outvoted 


about 2 to 1. 

Not only the Yates organization, but all 
the friends of Mr. Deneen, recently nom- 
inated for.governor, are lined up, solidly, 
against him. 

Senator Cullom is depending to a large 
extent on the strength, or rather prestige, 
6f such men as Senator A. J. Hopkins, 
Speaker Jos. G. Cannon, Congressmen H. 
M. Snapp, J. A. Sterling, C. E. Fuller and 
others who rallied to Col. Lowden in the 
Sprigfield convention. 

“We are two shy of enough to control,” 
is the statement attributed to Cullom by a 
friend this morning. 

“We have just completed a count of 
noses,” he continued, “and found just 26 
Cullom votes. We need 28 to give us a 
majority. I am confident we will get 
them when the delegates all arrive this 
afternoon.” . 

The Yates men are claiming 31 votes. 

The report that ‘“‘Boss’’ Lorimer had 
weaned the support of two delegates from 
the Fifth district—John Cooke and J. C. 
Regheimer—is vigorously denied. 

“Both Cooke and Regheimer,’’ said a 
Yates lieutenant at headquarters today, 
“came around and assured us they had 
not wheeled out of line.”’ 

When Gov. Yates was informed of the 
doubtful attitude of the two delegutes 
mentioned, he intimated strongly that he 
would begin to swing his official ax again 
and that the superintendent of the Chi- 
cago West Park System, Willlam J. Cooke, 
would go the way of 57 other appointees 
whose discharge he ordered only a few 
days ago. 

“Some of my friends got me into tnis 
fight,’’ remarked the Governor, and we 
are going to win it.”’ 

Hamlin, who is the best man for nation- 
al committeeman, as the Illinoisans view 
it, is to raise funds for the campaign. It 
was suggested that the attorney general 
could do this better than anyone else, with 
the exception of Samuel B. Raymond. In 
the even, that the Cullom faction con- 
trols, Mr, Raymond probably will be 
chosen. 

Graeme Stewart, present incumbent, in- 
sists he has no desire to serve another 
term, and is working for Raymond. 
Sofhe delegates from districts which 
voted almost solidly for Yates or Deneen 
from start to finish of the state conven- 
tion will vote for Cullom for chairman. 
Federal patronage or promises of it are 
being used in favor of the senator. For ex- 
ample, C. O. Patler of Cairo, delegate 
from the Twenty-fifth district, would be 
ecounte€ naturally for Yates, because Alex- 
ander was instructed for Yates in the state 
convention.

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United States District Attorney Hears 
Evidence With View of Im- 
mediate Action. 


635 BODIES NOW RECOVERED 


Divers Will Follow Course of Steam- 
er’s Terrible Race With Death 
Through East River. 


NEW YORK, June 20.—All along the East 
Rievr fram North Brothers’ Island down to 
what are known as the Sunken Meadows, 
search was made today for bodies of un- 
fortunates who lost their lives in the disas- 
ter to the excursion steamer Gen. Siocum 
last Wednesday. 

Although more than 63) bodes had been 
recovered last night, reports from the first 
few minutes of work today added five more 
to the total. These were found at widely 
separated points and the searchers were of 
the opinion that before the day enhded the 
list of missing would be greatly decreased. 

They believe that the big steamers and 
other craft will so stir up the water so as 
to cause the bodies lying at the bottom of 
the river to rise to the surface. 

Wreckers at work on the wreck of the 
Slocum today encountered new difficulties.| 
They were at work about the hull of the 
sunken steamer when they found that in- 
stead of the hull resting in mud, as they 
thought, that it rested on rocks which 
were never known to exist. This, they say, 
will delay the work. 


There are four divers at work near North 
Brothers’ Island. One diver reports that at 
a depth of 9% feet he has discovered a large 
hollow in which he says there are a large 
number of bodies. 


Many Will Testify 
at Inquest. 


More than 200 witnesses had been sum- 
moned to apepar at the inquest which be- 
gan before Coroner Berry today. lM is 
planned to have present an assistant United 


States district attorney and a stenographer 
with instructions from the department of 
justice to take down al! testimony offered. 

As fast as notes are transcribed the evi- 
dence will be examined by United States 
District Attorney Burnett, who will in turn 
forward the evidence, together with his 
Opinion thereon, to the department. 

“If the evidence warrants it,'’ said Gen. 
Burnett today, “! shall not wait until the 
end of the inquest before moving in the 
matter. If the evidence is strong enough, 
the federal grandjury will be considering 
certain phases of the case long before the 
inquest has closed.”’ (see

It only took a nod and a wink to convey 
the information. The needle had just 
stopped at a winner number and the banker 
was about to pay off, when, presto! came 
the signal. 

The winners were not paid. Before their 
Startled cyes the needle was jerked from 
the pivot, the cash cleaned up and in 2% 
seconds there was ‘‘nothing doing.”’

“TURF EXCHANGE” WAS 
THE LOUISIANA GAME. 


Although there were scarcely 250 people 
on the excursion steamer Louisiana. which 
made the trip to Alton and return Sunday, 
a gambler with a large staff of cappers 
found profitable picking during almost the 
entire trip by operating a device called 
“turf exchange.”’ 

The gambling began shortly after 11 
o'clock, when the boat was about a mile 
below the Baden pumping station, and, 
except whie the boat was lying at Alton, 
continued during the entire trip. 

“Turf exchange,’’ as operated on the 
Louisiana, is played with nine dice and a 

ainted section of oilcloth. The ollcloth 
s divided into 46 squares, each of which 
contains either a black or a white horse. 
These horses are numbered. and if the 
number of spots on the dice. when thrown 
by the player, equal the number on a red 
horse the player wins: otherwise he loses. 
Usually it was otherwise—unless the player 
was a capper or would not part with his 
roll without the encouragement of winning 
a. little before eventually losing all. 

Several of the red horses were worth $25 
as bait 


WINNING THROWS HARD. 


Only numbers, however, which it was al- 
most impossible to throw, were placed on 
the red horses. Thus, to gain $2, either 
nine sixes or nine aces would have to be 


thrown, for these heavilv-backed red horses 
were numbered 9 and 5, respectively. 

The gambling table was placed on the 
main deck, Just where it cou'd be seen by 
the women and children clustered around 
the stair rail on the upper deck. Later, 
when a woman saw her husband playing 
und went into the crowd and pulled him 
out, the table was placed in a more seclud- 
ed _—— 

The man who was taken from the table 
by his wife had brought his wife and two 
little girls. aged 6 and 7, and several visit- 
ing relatives. In his pocket was $15, his 
week's wages for selling butter at Union 
market. Two hours after coming aboard 
the Louisiana the man did not Rave car 
fare home, and in a secluded part of the 
upper deck, shame-faced, he was attempt- 
ing to comfort his sobbing wife, who said 
she didn’t care for the loss of the money 
for herself, but that it was hard to bear on 
account of the children.

Only two cappers were needed to draw 
the crowd to the canary bird game. ‘The 
paraphernalia consisted of two cages in 
which there were four canaries. In front 
of the cages was an oblong box of paper 
slips upon which numbers were written. 
Six leather cards, each bearing 12 num- 


bers, completed the outfit. The cards were

VICTIM MUST “STAY IN.”

a chance is not to be missed. He must 
put up to win. he is informed, or quit and 
lose all he has staked. He must play but 
once more. and he is sure of winning. He 
borrows from his friends: the play is 
rnaade. and he is again required to double 
or his money is tost. If he can in any 
way get the monev he will play, but he 
has reached the limit. He has lost his 
money and must onit. The next play, the 
man at his side who has been urging him 
to atay in the game. wins amid the rauc- 
ons shouts of the other canvers and rakes 
in a vast pile of bills.

MR. BRYAN’S ATTITUDE. 
Mr. Bryan’s very earnest letter to Mr. Palliser congratulating 
him on his proposal to call a convention of protest against 
the candidacy of Judge Parker proceeds from a genius for de- 


struction. 
The ranking object of all Democrats at the present juncture 


is, or ought to be, to restore the efficiency of the party by a con- 
ciliation of opposing interests, the extinction of faction and the 
complete surrender of selfish or merely personal aims. There 
pever was a time until 1896, since the times of Jefferson, when 
the Democratic party was not a doctor in public affairs. In 
power it was constructive and progressive, in opposition it 
offered intelligent criticism and was a check upon the extrav- 
In either situation it was a positive 
influence for the public good. But since 1896 the party has 
been unequal to the most trifling public duty. Every proposal 
of unity on the basis of progress has come to naught through 
Mr. Brfan’s devotion to an issue which he himself recognized as 
dead when he made no specific mention of it in the platform he 
for the Nebraska Democrats.

Are they not rather to be especially prized 
as ‘positive virtues at a time when the White House is the 
source of much turbulence, when violence is mistaken for force, 
when the strenuous spasms of thoughtless impulse are held up 
of patriotic activity and when the preservation of 
order on the American continent is truculently claimed as the 
right and duty of the Washington government, without regard 
to treaties or law? It was the possession of just such negative 
virtues in a pre-eminent degree that enabled George Washington 
to carry the colonies triumphantly through the revolutionary 
war and afterwards to guide the states into the house of peace 
under a sound and durable constitution. 

Mr. Bryan can contribute nothing to party efficiency by 
denouncing every proposal which does not proceed from him- 
self and by rejecting every candidate who does not submit his 
opinions and aims to the censor at Lincoln, Neb. He adds to 
the confusion by the airs of infallibility. He disor- 
ganizes at a time when tlie desire of every Democrat is, or ought 
to be. to organize his party for useful service to the country, 
to make it a force in politics, able to overcome the hordes of 
monopoly and boastful imperialism which now threaten the wel- 
fare of the country.

tee merely intensified the fight. 

Not many of the Republicans famiiiar 
with the situation In Wisconsin think the 
party wlll elect its state ticket and they 
are of the opinion that if the credentiais 
committee sustains the action of the na- 
tional committee and: retains the Spooner 
delegates on the perminent roll, Rooseveit 
may lose the state. 

After commenting at length in general 
terms on the national committee and the 
leaders of the Spooner faction, the Press 
grew specific and said:

ROOSEVELT ANSWERS THAT

CHICAGO, June 2.—Missouri holds the 
stage in the Republican arena today.

JEWELRY WORTH $1200 TAKEN 


Dan Helfritch Confesses That He Per- 
mitted the Robbery for a Part 
of the Loot.

LEITER'S WILL IS PROBATED. 


Widow Gets One-Third of Estate, 
Children the Rest. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The will of 
Levi Z. Leiter, the Chicago millionaire 
who died at Bar Harbor, Me.. last week, 
was filed today with the register of wills 
in this city. It is dated June 1, names 
Mary T. Leiter and Joseph Leiter, his 
widow and son, as executors and they, to- 
ether with his daughters, Nancy Lathrop, 
‘arver Leiter and Marguerite Hynde Le!l- 
ter and Seymour Morris of Chicago, are 
designated as trustees. 

The witnesses are his lawyers. Walter 
V. R. Berry and Benjamin 8. Miner and 
H. B. Rowland, all of this city. The will 
leaves one-third of the estate, outside of 
specific reservations of coal lands in Illi- 
nois, to the widow and the rest is left for 
equal distribution per stirpes among the 
children. There is nothing in the will 
which indicates the total value of Mr. Lei- 
ter's estate. 

After the death of the widow her portion 
of the estate goes into the general estate, 
which is distributed equally among the 
children per stirpes, except the 7500 acres 
of coal lands in Illinois, which is vested 
in fee simple in Joseph Leiter, the son, as 
soon as he pays off the amount advanced 
thereon by the testator. 

Specific provision is made to guarantee 
Joseph Leiter an annual income of at least 
$10 00) under any circumstances and to in- 
sure him an annual income of $4000 in any 
event after the fulfillment of the trust cre- 
ated for the estate under the terms of the 
will. Chauncey Keep of Chicago is desig- 
nated as the first person to be offered the 
first vacancy among the trustees. whose 
number is fixed at three. Seymour Mor- 
ris. as trustee. is given $5000 a year for 
such services. The will specifically re- 
vokes all previous wills. 

The will cites that during his lHfetime 
Mr. Leiter gave the following amounts “in 
advance :"'

Gen. Bell Says He Has No Intention 
of Putting Whole State Under 
‘ Military Rule. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., June 20.—In re- 
sponse to a telegram from an eastern 
newspaper asking for a statement from 
him as to whether he said Gov. Peabody 
would soon have to declare the whole of 
Colorado in a rebellion and put the state 
under martial law, Adjutant-General Bell 
has replied as follows. 

‘‘The alleged interview is absolutely with- 
out foundation. I not only never gave 
out such an interview, but the idea is 
absolutely foreign to my mind under the 
past and present conditions. There is no 
need of declaring Colorado under martial 
law. 

“The whole state practically has -hbeen 
cleaned up by my deportation system. 


There are but few anarchists and socialists 
left who can cause trouble. 

“However, should it become a military 
necessity, the whole state of Colorado will 
be placed under martial law and all in- 
surrectionists dealt with accordingly. 

“I do not believe that this will ever be 
necessary. In my judgment the Colorado 
labor troubles are at an end. 

“We have been making the fight for the 
whole United States, as the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners has been receiving finan- 
cial support and other assistance from the 
country at large. Colorado is looking to 
other states to follow suit.’’
